The Citizens’ Free Bridge Committee, 
representing 85 business, civic and im- 
provement associations, will give to tha 
Municipal Assembly one more opportu- 
nity to pass an ordinance for a special 
election in June on the $2,750,000 Reber~ 
apprvach bond issue before the initia- 
tive is used to force an lection. 

Armed with initiative petitions, con- 
taining the signatures of 61,335 registered 
voters of St. Louis, the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, as spokesmen fur these petition- 
ers, will have an ordinance introduced 
in the Municipal Assembly, probably 
Tuesday night. In this way the issue 
of one or two elections will be put up 
squarely to the Municipal Assembly. If 
two elections are made necessary, en- 
tailing upon the people the unnecessary 
expense of one election and the loss of 
several months’ time in the settlement 
of the bridge question, the responsibil- 
ity will be placed on the Municipal As- 
sembly. 

Ten Days for Checking. 

The initiative petitions will. be filed 
with the Board of Election Commission- 
ers Monday afternoon. Ten days, and 
possibly more, will be required hy the 
board to check up and verify the pet!- 
@ons. The Municipal

Dr. Paul R. Fietcher, who has been 
the leader of the Alton & Mississippi 
forces in the City Councll, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday that he would 
vote for the bill when it was intro- 
duced. He said that since the initiative 
petitions had been signed by a suffi- 
cient number of voters to insure an elec- 
tion on the Reber approach propositior. 
he thought it was the duty of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly now to act and save 
the expense and time of two elections. 

‘The present session of the Municipal 
Assembly will not expire until April 
23. The Citizens’ Committee is of the 
opinion that the Municipal Assembly 
now will yield to the demand of the 
people for an opportunity to vote bonds 
to complete the bridge. 

If the ordinance should not be 
passed by the Municipal Assembly two 
elections will be made necessary—one 
on the initiative ordinance and the 
other on the bond issue. This delay 
would make it impossible for the bond 
issue election to be held before Novem- 
ber. i 

The Campaign Committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee met Monday to con- 
sider plans of procedure. The members 
of this committee are Fred G. Zei- 
big, chairman; William Wedemeyer, 
Henry W. Barth, John E. Turner and 
Otto L. Teichmann. Chairman Shap- 
leigh, Vice-Chairman R. 8S. Hawes and 
Counsel P. Taylor Bryan met with the 
committee. — 

Committee to Remain Intact. 

Instructions were given to the at- 
torneys for the committee early. Mon- 
day to prepare the ordinance for a 
bond issue election at the earliest pos- 
sible date.

HE MEANT TO MOVE 
Roomers in House Say Shooting 
Followed When He Announced 


He Intended to Leave. 


Mrs. Lorine Sanders, 2% years old, 
shot Archie Noe, 21 years old, a United 
Railways corductor, and then shot her- 
self at the house where both lived at 


a. m. Monday. 

Mrs. Sanders shot Noe in the back. 
Then leveling the revolver at herself, 
she fired, a bullet entering her chest 
on the right side. 

Both were believed by ambulance 
physicians to be seriously wounded and 
they wefe taken direct to the city hos- 
pital. 

Mrs. Sanders shot Noe from behind, 
the bullet entering his left lung. Then, 
leveling the revolver at herself, she 
fired, the bullet entering her chest above 
the heart. 

Both were placed in an ambulance and 
rushed to the city hospital, where phy- 
sicians said Noe’s condition was serious 
and that Mrs. Sanders was suffering 
more from hysteria than from the bul- 
let wound, which ig a glancing one. 

Mrs. Sanders, according to a police 
report, was living apart from her hus- 
band, A. G. Sanders. Persons in the 
neighborhood said she conducted the 
sleeping quarters for conductors and 
motormen and that apparently she be- 
came angered when Noe, one of her 
roomers, told her he was going away. 

Said Friends Deserted Her. 

At the hospital Mrs. Sanders told re- 
porters she became crazed because San- 
ders had left her three months before 
and because it appeared all her friends 
were deserting her. She said neigh- 
bors had gossiped about the way she 
conducted the rooming house. Six 
roomers, she said, had left recently, and 
when Noe announced he was leaving 
She lest control of herself. He had 
Fbeen an intimate friend of hers while 
he lived there. 
~ “YE didn’t intend to kfll him, but Tt 
did intend to shoot myself,” she said. 
“We had lived there 15 months. About 
three months ago he left for Chicago, 
saying he would send for me. He 
never sent.” 

Noe was s0 weak he only could say 
he had been shot from behind.

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GEROLD RELATIVES 
HELD FOR SENDING 
A WITNESS AWAY 


Ben Gerold and Ray Le Compte 
Accused of Giving $20 to 
Man to Leave City. 


WITNESS BROUGHT BACK 


He Was Expected to Testify He 
Was Paid for City Teaming 
Work ‘by Gerold. 


Ben Gerold, half-brother of E. Fred 
Gerold, the former City Treasurer of 
Kast St. Louis, who is on trial on 
charges of withholding $50,000 of the city 
funds and profiting by unlawful con- 
tracts, Was arrested Monday on the 
charge of having paid $20 to denry Bur- 
ton, a witness against Fred Gerold, to 


feave East St. Louis and remain away 
during the trial. Raymond Le Compte, 


e. cousin of Ben Gerold, was arrested 
with him. He is charged with having 
raade the actual payment of the money. 

Gerold and Le Compte gave bond: for 
$300 each with Justice Boyne, and their 
hearing was set for April 2. The pun- 
inshment for sequestering a witness is 
one year in jail or a $1000 fine, or both. 
By order of Judge Pope, attachments 
also were issued against both men, on 
charges of contempt of court. 

The arrests were made after Burton, 
who had gone to Centralia, Ill., was 
found there and brought back to East 
St. Louis Sunday by Dan Webb, a 
brother of State’s Attorney Charles 
Webb, and after Burton had told, with 
great reluctance, the story of the way 
in which he was induced to leave East 
St. Louis. 

Hecuser Was a T'eamster. 

Burton was a teamster, and was eni- 
ployed in garbage removal. tie was 
expected to testify, in Gerold’s trial, 
that he received his pay, $9 a week, di- 
rect from City Treasurer Gerold, and 
that he never saw any warrants for 
the money. The State will undertake to 
show that Gerold made out warranis in 
his name, paid money to himself on 
those warrants, and disbursed a part of 
this money to Burton in weekly wages, 
keeping the rest. The garbage teaming 
contract is one of those which Gerold is 
charged with having held for his own 
profit, in the names of ‘“‘dummy” con- 
tractors. | 

Burton was friendly to Gerold, and is 
said to have been a reluctant witness 
at the time of the grand jury inquiry. 
Recently State’s Attorney Webb learned 
that the Sheriff had been unable to find 
Burton at the stockyards, where he was 
employed. He then learned, from 2 
source which he has not disclosed, that 
Burton had gone to Centralia. 

Saturday Dan Webb went to Centralia, 
carrying a subpena for Burton. He 
found Burton and brought him back 
Sunday, keeping him at his home over 
night. After breakfast he took Burton 
to the State’s Attorney’s office in the 
Arcade Building, and there Burton con- 
sented to make a statement. 

Tells of Leaving East St. Louis. 

Burton said that March 4, a few days 
before the trial began, Ben Gerald 
visited him at his home and asked him 
if he wished to “go to the country.”’ 
He said Gerold mentioned the fact that 
he, Burton, was a witness against Fred 
Gerold. 

Burton said Ben Gerold asked him 
how much he was earning at the stock- 
yards, and that he replied he was mak- 
ing $10 a week. He remarked that if 
he was to go away, he would like to 
go to Centralia, as he had relatives 
there. 

Ben Gerold then said, according 
Burton, that he would pay Burton's 
railroad fare and expenses. Burton 
went the next day to his boss and ar- 
ranged to get off for two weeks or 
longer. 

Then, Burton said, he met Ben Gerold 
and Le Compte by appointment in front 
of the Longfellow School, on Summit 
avenue. The two were in an automo- 
bile and they took him in, Burton said. 
but Gerold remarked that it would no- 
co for them to appear downtown with 
him. They rode about a short distance, 
Burton said, while Gerold. gave him 
zome instructions about his route, tell- 
ing him to take a street car as far as 
Belleville and to go from there by train 
to Centralia. 

Burton said Le Compte got out of 
the machine with him, and handed him 
$20, and that he took the next car for 
Belleville, and went on to Centralia, 
where he remained until Dan Webb 
found him. , 

Second Surprise in Week. 

The witness-fixing charge was the 
second surprise in a weck in the Ger- 
old case. A few days ago the former 
| Treasurer paid back to the city $20,461.45 
=" the $50,000 which figures in the charge 
against him. A civil suit filed against 
him by. the city of East S&t. 
Louis for some $26,000, will be dismissed 
when he pays the balance, which he is 
expected to do this week. State's At- 
tarney Webb announced, at the time o 
the payment, that it would have no ef- 
fect on tue prosecution, save that it 
would be cited as evidence upholding 
the State’s contention. 


FINDS BENTON WASN’T ° 
KILLED BY A PISTOL 


British Consul’s Report on Ex- 
ecution Is Received at 


Washington Embassy. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—British 
Consul Perceval's official report on the 
execution of William 8. Benton at 
Juarez, received at the embassy 
here today, says ‘‘no pistol shots’ were 
fired in the fight which ended in the 
ranchman's death, leaving the possible 
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Writer Who Ends Life, First Wife and the House 
Where She Nursed Him; Woman Who Sued Him

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NERS JURY 
FINDS IT CANNO 
FIX ML A.C. BLAME 


Verdict of Accident Is Returned 
After Inquest Into Loss 
of 30 Lives. 


A Coroner’s jury, which for 10 days 
has been investigating the M. A. C. 
fire, in which 30 persons lost their 
lives March 9, Monday returned a ver- 
dict of accident, and declared it was im- 
possible to fix the blame because the 
revised. city code does not make any 
provision for the regulation of buildings 
used for club purposes. 

““‘We deprecate the fact that our build- 
ing laws are woefully deficient and sug- 
gest that the proper authorities lose no 
time in «passing satisfactory ° 
Coroner’s verdict states. 

Cause Can’t Be Determined. 

The jury concluded the fire started in 
the east side of the dining room on the 
third floor. The exact cause, it finds, is 
still a matter of conjecture. “‘Whether 
the fire was started by a cigar or cig- 
arette thrown among the draperies, or 
whether due to defective electric wiring, 
cannot be absolutely determined,’’ the 
jury reported. 

“So much vhas been said about the 
possibility or probability of women hav- 
ing been in the building at the time of 
the fire that this jury made determined 
efforts to ascertain the exact status of 
affairs in this respect,’’ the report con- 
tinued. ‘“‘From the testimony of almost 


innumerable witnesses and from the 
very fact that of the 30 bodies found in 
the ruins all were males, we are ab- 
solutely convinced there.were no women | 
present. And as the dead cannot defend 
themselves, we feel it our duty to up- 
hold their honor and integrity in this 
respect.”’ 

After an examination of the M. A. C. 
shell after the fire, the Coroner’s jury 
reported on the firetrap conditions as 
follows: 

The fire escapes, as they were 
placed or built, did not and could 
not sufficiently serve the purposes 
for which they were intended. 

Wooden doors led to the so-called 
enclosed fire escape from various 
floors, proving that the use of the 
enclosed escape Was very limited. 

At one time or other fire doors had 
been placed at the entrances to ele- 
vators. These, for some reason or 
other, had been removed, reducing 
ts efficiency of the elevators in such 

a calamity. 


Only Staircase of Wood. 
A small staircase, leading from 


the basement to the seventh floor, 

was of wood.. It was the only stair- 

way in the building, again rendering 
escape by such a source practically 
futile. 

The building was not of proper 
construction for sleeping purposes. 
It was originally intended for a 
warehouse and as such it should 
have remained. 

The Coroner's jury is reasonably cer- 
tain there was no gas leak at the time 
the fire started. The rapidity with 
which the flames spread, enveloping the 
third and all upper floors almost in- 
stantly, is credited to the fact there was 
a tank of carbonic gas connected with 
the dining room bar and that the va- 
rious floors were oll-soaked during the 
hardware company’s occupancy of the 
building prior to its becoming the M. A. 
C. New flooring, the jury found, was 
placed over the old oijl-soaked flooring. 

The verdict was signed by Coroner 
Padberg, who personally conducted tne 
inquest, and by the jurors, Ray Cahill, 
F. A. Egli, Julius F. Vogel, Thomas D. 
Henneberry, O. F. Schuchardt and W. 
J. Wilmes.

STAMFORD, Conn., March 2—Harry 
Thurston Peck, former professor at Co- 
lumbia University, killed himself at a 
rooming house here today, shooting 


himself in the head with a revolver. 

Prof. Peck had been fll. Last fall 
he had so far recovered as to be able 
to resume literary work at his first 
wife’s cottage at Sound Beach, near 
here. 

He later had taken rooms here, ani 
it was in these quarters he kiiled him- 
self. Persons in the house heard a 
shot and then found the body. He was 
holding a pistol. 

Peek Writer of Note. . 

Harry Thurston Peck was a writer 
of note, and for 28 years was professor 
of ancient languages at Columbia Uni- 
versity. He left the institution more 
than three years ago in consequence of 
unpleasant notoriety incident to a 
breach of promise suit for $60,000, 
brought against him by Esther Quinn, 
a stenographer. Shortly after the filing 
of the suit, Dr. Peck filed a voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy. He gave! his 
assets as $260. 

In March, 1912, Miss Quinn’s suit was 
diamissed as inefficient. Later she filed 
another action, which was pending at 
the time of his death.

Asquith Also Declares Gen. 
Paget’s Statement to His 
Officers Was “Misunder- 
stood” and Additional Sol- 
diery Are Only for Precau- 
tion and Not Aggression. 


KING AND COMMONS 
TAKE CHARGE OF ROW 


Monarch Is Strong for Con- 
ciliation and Leaders of 
Both Factions Explain— 
Tension Relieved by Gov- 
ernment’s Assurances. 


LONDON, March 23.—‘‘Misunderstand- 
fing” was the keynote of Premier As- 
quith’s explanation today of the crisis 
brought about by the resignations of 
army officers when their regiments 
were ordered to prepare to proceed to 
Ulster. 

Speaking in the House of Commons, 
the Prime Minister made it clear, how- 
ever, that officers and men in the Brit- 
ish army who refused to obey orders in 
opposition to the enforcement of home 
rule for Ireland were liable to dis- 
missal. . 

Only brief statements have been 
forthcoming from the Secretary nf War 
and the Premier and as far as these can 
be interpreted, the ‘“‘misunderstanding” 
arose through Gen. Sir Arthur Paget 
placing a wrong construction on the or- 
ders given to him by the War Office 
and telling his subordinates they were 
to be employed in quelling an uprising 
fin Ulster. 

Premier Asquith rose to speak amid % 
great outburst of cheering. He said 
that after Mr. Law’s speech it was nec- 
essary the country should know at once 
the kind of issue that was going to be 
presented. 

No More Troops, He Says. 

He continued: “As far back as De- 
cember, last year, general officers of 
the army were informed it might be 
their duty to come to the assistance of 
the civil power and any officers domi- 
ciled in their area might be excused. If 
there had been any intention of an ag- 
gressive move toward Ulster this would 
have been the last step taken. Ths 
movements of troops are now concluded. 

“Sir Arthur Paget has emphatically 
denied he ever used any such words as 
‘that this was the first step in a series 
of operations to conquer Ulster.’ These 
words were wrongly attributed to tho 
Commander-in-Chief in Ireland. 

“Gen. Paget never received from the 
War Office any instructions justifying 
guch a statement. It is an undoubted 
fact that Gen. Hubert Gough and oth- 
er officers concerned interpreted their 
instructions in a wider sense. 

“The' Army Council is now satisfied 
there has been a misunderstanding and 
the officers also are satisfied.” 

State Secretary Received Illy. 

Col. Seely, Secretary of State for War, 
was greeted derisively today during an 
explanation he gave of the matter. He, 
doo, said it was a misunderstanding. 

Andrew Bonar Law, leader of the Op- 
position, had said “nothing can save the 
army now, except that a declaration 
that officers will not be compelled to 
engage in civil war against their wish.”’ 
When he said officers refusing to serve 
against Ulster were only doing their 
duty, the labor members shouted: 

“How about strikes?” 

The entire affair generally is accept- 
ed as demonstrating that the army can- 
not be counted upon to fight Sir Ed- 
ward Carson’s volunteers if such a con- 
tingency should arise. 

Tension Partly Relieved. 
A much easier feeling nas been cre- 
ated in the British Isles by the reas- 
suring statement given out by Premier 
Asquith to the effect that the troop 
movements in Ulster had been ordered 
only as a precautionary measure for the 
protection of Government property. 
Law Calls It “Paltering.” 
- Bonar Law, leader of the opposition, 
declared the Government's procedure 
Was an amazing instance of paltering 
with the House of Commons. The dan- 
ger of the British army being destroyed 
before the country’s eyes had, he said, 
come on the Government like a bolt 
from the blue sky. 
Letter Says They Refuse to Serve. 
Mr. Law then read a letter stating 
that officers who would not fight 
against the Ulster men would be dis- 
missed from the service. 
_ The opposition leader also read a let- 

ter in which Gen. Sir Arthur Paget had 
told the commanding officers of regi- 
ments that active operations were to 
begin against Ulster and that it was ex- 
pected the country would be in a blaze 
by Saturday. The Irish commander in 
chief wrote he was in close communica- 
tion with the War Office and had re- 
celved inatructions from headquarters 
to notify his officers that those of them 
domiciled in Ulster would be allowed t» 
disappear and afterward be reinstated 
in their positions. They must, however, 
give their word of honor not to fight 
for Ulster. Other officers who were not

Premier Asquith’s Statement. 

Prime Minister Asquith’s authorized 
statement is as follows: 

“First, the recent movements of 
trops in Ireland were of a pure- 
ly precautionary character, as it is 
obvious that the policy of disposing 
small bodies of troops in Ulster 
would be perfectly useless from a 
strategic viewpoint. The intention 
was simply the protection of the 
arms and ammunition depots from 
a possible raid. As for the so- 
called naval movements, they sim- 
ply consisted of the use of two 
small cruisers to convey a detach- 
ment of troops to Carrickfergus 
without marching them through 
Belfast. No further movement of 
troops is contemplated. 

“Second, the rumors that war- 
rants had been issued for the ar- 
rest of the Ulster leaders never 
had the very slightest foundation. 
Doubtless Sir Edward Carson and 
his supporters honestly believe the 
rumor, but the Government never 
has taken and does not contem- 
plate any such step. 

“Third, there seems to be a wide- 
spread impression abroad that the 
Government contemplates institut- 
ing a general inquisition into the 
intentions of officers in the event 
of their being asked to take up 
arms against Ulster. No such ac- 
tion is intended, if only for the 
reason that the employment of 
troops against Ulster is a contin- 
gency which the Government 
hopes may never arise.”’ 


: King Urges Conciliation, 

The dreaded Sunday passed without 
the slightest disturbance of order ‘n 
Belfast or in Ulster. But the gravity 
of the crisis is fully indicated by the 
fact that the King canceled his engage- 
ments. The King has thrown his in- 
fluence on the side of conciliation and 
seems to have made a personal appeal 
to the officers, who have resolved to re- 
sign and is equally exerting his influ- 
ence with his ministers in the same 
conciliatory direction.

LSTER’S covenant, by which 
J the followers of Sir Ed- 
ward Carson have banded 
together to resist home rule for 
Ireland, follows: 

“Being convinced in our _ con- 
sciences that home rule would be 
disastrous to the material .vell-be- 
ing of Ulster as well as of the 
whole of Ireland, subversive of our 
civil and religious freedom, de- 
structive of our citizenship and 
Perilous to the unity of the empire, 
we, whose names are underwritten, 
men of Ulster, loyal subjects of His 
Gracious Majesty King George V. 
humbly relying on the God whom 
our fathers in days of stress and 
trial confidently trusted, do hereby 
pledge ourselves in solemn cove- 
nant throughout this our time of 
threatened calamity to stand by 
one another in defending for our- 
selves and our children our cher- 
ished position of equal citizenship 
in the United Kingdom and in 
using all means which may be 
found necessary to defeat the pres- 
ent conspiracy to set up a heme 
rule parliament in Ireland. And in 
the event of such a parliament be- 
ing forced upon us we further sol- 
emnly and mutually pledge our- 
selves to refuse to recognize its 
authority. In sure confidence that 
God will defend the right we here- 
to subscribe our names. And fur- 
ther, we individually declare that 
we have not already signed this 
covenant.”’

“Ulster day,’’ Sept. 28, 1912. At the 
bottom of the covenant, in bold 
type, is the line ‘“‘God Save the 
King.”’

RATE INJUNCTION 
S DISSOLVED UPON 
PLEA BY FOLK 


Judge Adams Holds Commerce 
Commission Has Exclusive 
Jurisdiction in Wabash Case. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has exclusive jurisdiction over the regu- 
lation of interstate railroad rates, it 
was decided by United Circuit Judge 
"Adams, Monday. Judge Adams dissolved 
a temporary injunction restraining the 
Wabash Railroad from filing new rates 
for shipments from the Illinois Glass 
Works at Alton, Iil. 

Joseph W. Folk, chief counsel for the 
Interstate Commerce: oCmmission, said 
that the decision clears the way for the 
proposed five per cent increase of freight 
rates on Eastern lines, if the Interstate 
Commerce Commission grants it, in that 
it would prevent any shipper from en- 
icining the enforcement of the increased 
rates. 

Judge Adams read a lengthy opinion 
analyzing the points of law involved, 
but the decision was not given out in 
full, as the Judge had had no opportu- 
nity to correct its text. 

In substance, however, the decision 
upholds every point made by Folk when 
he appeared before the Court, Saturday, 
to argue on behalf of the commission 
against the making permanent of an in- 
junction restraining the Wabash Reail- 
road from filing new rates that would 
cancel the present division of through 
tariffs with the Illinois Terminal Rail- 
road, a subsidiary to the Illinois Glass 
Co. ' 

Judge Adams decided that it was for 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
decide whether a railroad was an indus- 
trial line or a common carrier, and for 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
alone to decide, in the first instance, 
whether a railroad could file new sched- 
ules “of rates. 

The Wabash Railroad filed the new 
rates soon after the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission decided that certain 
concessions to industrial lines were in 
reality rebates and, therefore, improper.

Eight Hundred Other Women in 
Cells Shout Protests. Against 
Treatment. 


HER HEARING RESUMED 


Revelations Due to Assassination 
Forecast Other Cabinet 
Resignations. 


PARIS, March 23.—The reappearance 
before the investigating Magistrate of 
Mme. Caillaux, assassin of Gaston Cal- 
mette, editor of Le Figaro, aroused 
great interest in Paris today. She was 
taken from the Saint Lazare Prison to 
the Palace of Justice in custody of 
a number of detectives. Strong guards 
were placed near the law courts to pre- 
vent demonstrations, 

Madame Caillaux protested today 
when she noticed some photographers 
stationed near the room where the Mag- 
istrate is conducting his investigemon 
into the crime. She hid her face in her 
muff, and later the photographers were 
expelled from the building. 

At the hearing Madame Caillaux was 
confronted by Princess de Masagne-Es- 
tradere, who had been called in connec- 
tion with the prisoner's claim that she 
had shot M. Calmette to prevent tho 
publication of private letters. 

A mutiny is threatened among the 80 
women incarcerated in the St. Lazare 
Prison, all of whom object to the grant- 
ing of many privileges to Mme. Cail- 
laux. The punishment cells of the jail 
are filled with refractory women, who 
continue to shriek protests against ‘‘dis- 
crimination.’’ 

Attorneys representing a number of 
the prisoners awaiting trial in the peni- 
tentiary made representations today to 
the Ministry of Justice, demanding that 
the cells should be heated and that 
better food should be supplied to their 
clients. 

Many rumors were current in political 
circles today as to the probable fall of 
the French Cabinet as a sequel to the 
revelations growing out of the Calmetta 
assassination, that Government influ- 
ence had been brought to bear to pro- 
cure a postponement of the trial of 
Henri Rochette, alleged swindler. 

In the lobbies of the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate it was said 
that announcement would be made 
shortly of the resignations of Albert 
Lebrun, Minister for the Colonies; Rene 
Viviani, Minister of Public Instruction, 
and Andrg Maginot, under-Secretary of 
State for War. 

It was argued among members that 
in case the Cabinet continues in office 
it probably will be only because the 
Opposition groups are unwilling to form 
a Government until after the elections 
in April. 

Joseph Caillaux, former Minister of 
Finance, at his own request, went be- 
fore the Chamber of Deputies committée 
investigating the Rochette affair today 
and denied that he had either directly 
or indirectly requested Maurice Bernard, 
the lawyer representing Rochette, to 
ask for a postponement of the trial. He 
said: 

“I give you my word of honor that J 
did nothing more than transmit to 
Ernest Monis, then Premier, the in- 
quiries made by Rochette’s lawyers as 
to whether the Government would op- 
pose a postponement of the trial.”

YALE STUDENTS TO VOTE 
ON HONOR ‘EXAM’ SYSTEM 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 23.—De- 
tails of the honor system in examina- 
tions recommended by the Academic 
Senior Council at Yale, with approval 
of the faculty, and acceptance of 
which is to be voted on by the stu- 
dents, March 3%, were made public to- 
day.

Suit of Mrs. Maud Close for 
$10,000 of R. R. Gorden 
Wealth Is Begun. 


LEFT $30,000 TO CHURCH 


Woman Alleges Bachelor Agreed 
to Pay Her Sum for Attend-~° 
ing Him During Illness. 


The trial of the suit of Mrs. Maud 
Close, a widow, of 625 North King’s 
highway, who is suing the estate of 
Etandall R. Gorden for $10,000 Monday 
attracted members of the First Christian 
Church, headed by the pastor, the Rev. 
Dr. John L. Brandt, to the Probate 
Court. The suit is based on a claim for 


services to Gorden, 4 bachelor, 65 years 
old, who died last September, leaving 
an estate of $60,000, of which $30,000 was 
willed by him to the First Christiaa 
Church. 

Mrs. Close, an attractive brunette, 
about 35 years old, sat beside her coun- 
sel, R. P. Williams. Judge Holtcamp 
sustained an objection fo her testifying, 
saying she would have to establish her 
claim by other testimony. 

In his opening statement ‘her lawyer 
told the jury she became acquainted 
with Gorden in 1911, when she was em- 
ployed as a demonstrator at Luytles’ 
market and that Gorden fell in love with 
her and wanted to marry her. She re- 
jected him because of the difference in 
their ages, her lawyer said. Subse- 
quently she accepted an offer to be his 
companion an to act as his nurse, ner 
counsel asserted. 

Gorden, Williams said, represented he 
was feeble and needed someone to wait 
on him. He declared his client carried 
meals to Gorden and treated him when 
he had rheumatism. For this attention, 
it is alleged, Gorden agreed to pay Mrs. 
Close $10,000. The services, it is claimed, 
continued from the summer of 1911 until 
a short while before Gorden’s death. 

P. S. Brown of Moberly, Mo., a Wa- 
bash conductor, a witness for the claim- 
ant, testified he became acquainted with 
Mrs. Close at a department store in this 
city in May, 1912, and that she invited 
him to call. The witness said Gorden 
became confidential while he was visit- 
ing Mrs. Close and said he had employed 
Mrs. Close as his nurse and companion, 
and that she was to accémpany him to 
London. 3 

‘‘He wanted to know if Mrs, Close was 
my sweetheart and I told him I was a 
married man,”’ said Brown. 

Brown also testified that Gorden told 
him he wanted to marry Mrs. Close, 
but that she would not consent and that 
then he mdde the arrangement by which 
she was to be paid $10,000 as his attend- 
ant. Brown said Gorden declared $500 
cf this sum was to be spent in educat- 
ing Mrs. Close’s son, Jay, 15 years old. 

The son also was a witness for his 
mother, testifying he had seen her car- 
rying meals to Gorden when the latter 
was sick in his room at 2227 Locust 
street. 

The estate is resisting the claim. Pub- 
lic Administrator Newell is in charg 
of the property. Gorden’s two brothers 
and the church: are the beneficiaries. 
The brothers live in Christian County, 
Ijl., where the testator died.

WAY IS BEING 
CLEARED IN HASTE 
FOR TOLLS BILL 


President Says He Scents Fili- 
buster; Remarks That Minori- 
ties Always Filibuster. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Presiden: 
Wilson today declared that it looked as 
if there had been a filibuster on the 
rivers and harbors bill to further de- 
lay on the Panama tolls repeal, 


remarked tt.at minorities always fili- 
buster. His statement had a quick ef- 
fect at the Capitol. 

The rivers and harbors bill, after 
which the repeal bill will follow, was 
given rigint of way, despite rhe fact 
that District of Columbia legislation 
was entitled to the time. Administra- 
lion supporters predicted that’ the 
House would take up the repeal bill by 
Thursday, and claimed <he support of 
aprroximately 260 Democrats and 3 Re- 
publicans, which would make an easy 
majority. 

Senator Thornton, Democrat, of Lou- 
isiana had read to the Senate a resolu- 
tion purporting to have been adoptel 
at a St. Patrick’s day gathering in 
New Orleans, saying tine signers viewed 
with “pity and contempt the other Sen- 
ator now misrepresenting Louisiana,’’ 
after having congratuJated Senator 
Ransdell for his stand against repeal. 
Senator Thornton supports the repeal. 

Senator Thornton characterized the 
resolution as ‘‘scurrilous.” saying he 
did not believe it had been adcpted 
at any public meeting of lrish-Ameri- 
can citizens. 

While President Wilson has no doubt 
about the passage of the administration 
bill to repeal the tolls exemption 
clause, he is anxious it be brought to a 
vote promptly. He nas. been advised 
a vote probably will be taken as soon 
as the 'ivers and harbors bill has been 
disposed of. 

He denied a charge made on the floor 
of the Senate that he had attempted to 
limit the tolls debate in the House. Ile 
said that while he had no part in sug- 
gesting a rule to limit debate, he hoped 
there would be ‘one. 

In reply to questions as to whether 
he thought any improper influences were 
being brought to bear against the re- 
peal, the President declared he had not 
seught to find any and did not suspect 
them. 

He referred to the controversy as ua 
difference of opinion among Democrats 
and pointed that a majority of House 
Democrats really never had voted for 
the tolls exemption and that the act 
Pas passed by a coalition of Republi- 
tans with a minority of Democrats. 

The President believes several Repub- 
licans will support him in his position 
_ to repeal the tolls exemptien.

Ballot, Declares 


National Suffrage Leader As- 
serts Militant Tactics Are 
Un - American — Doesn't 
Approve of Threats 
Against Democrats in 
Women’s Fight for Con- 
gressional Action.

NEW YORK, March 23. 

HE cause of woman suffrage has no 
28 more. distinguished champion liv- 
ing today than Miss Anna Howard 
Shaw, who has been for 10 years presi- 
dent of the National American Woman's 
Suffrage Association. Unlike a great 
rrany women whose names have be- 
come prominently connected with the 
movement merely because of their 
wealth, their social standing or their 
sensational methods, Miss Shaw can 
show on her own behalf a most inter- 
esting record of excellent work in more 
than one field, a record of such a char- 
acter that her opinions derive an un- 
rivaled importance as well from her 
demonstrated practical efficiency as 

from her high intellectual qualities, 

Born in the dismal town of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, England, Miss Shaw was 
brought to this country by her parents 
at the age of 4. In 1878 she was gradu- 
ated from the theological départment of 
Boston University and seven years later 
as a doctor of medicine from its medical 
school. She was pastor of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church at Hingham, 
Mass., during 1878, and at East Dennis, 
Mass., for the following seven years. 

Firat Woman Minister. 

In 1880 she was ordained, being the 
first woman to enter the ministry of the 
Protestant Church. Upon resigning her 
pastorate in 1885 she was appointed lec- 
turer for the Massachusetts Woman’s 
Suffrage Association. From 1886 to 1892 
she occupied the important post of na- 
tional superintendent of franchise for 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union. In 1892 she was elected vice- 
president-at-large, and in 1904 president 
of the National Woman’s Suffrage As- 
sociation. 

Miss Shaw has spoken in every state 
of the Union and has addressed legisla- 
tures as well as committees of both 
houses of Congress on: the subject of 
woman’s suffrage. 

Notwithstanding Miss Shaw's cheerful 
readiness to talk over suffrage affairs 
with any one who seeks enlightenment, 


‘i she is, in fact, one of the most difficult 


people to see, for her vigorous activi- 
ties in the cause keep her constantly 
on the move. An unfortunate accident in 
which she broke an ankle detained her 
in New York recently for a few days, 
and thus I had an opportunity of talking 
over with her some recent phases of the 
votes for women crusade. My first in- 
quiry was directed toward discovering 
whether or not Miss Shaw approved of 
the campaign which is being waged to 
bring the suffrage question before Con- 
gress. 
Wants an Amendment. 

“I wish to say most emphatically,” 
explained Miss Shaw, “that I consider 


Congress to be the source to which wom- 


en of this country must first apply if 
they wish to obtain political enfran- 
chisement. 

“What we want is that Congress 
should frame an eighteenth amendment 
to the Federal Conatitution, prohibitinz 
the states from disfranchising any per- 
son on the ground of sex, just as the 
fifteenth amendment prohibits disfran- 
chisement because of race, color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude.’’ 

“But, after all,"’ I suggested, ‘‘the 
only man who votes in the United 
States today by the sole authority of 
the Constitution is the negro; for ev- 
eryone else the conditions of voting are 
laid down by the states.’’ 

“It is true that the qualifications for 
voting are determined by each state,” 
“but our position is 
not that of persons seeking a new right 
by the introduction of new qualifica- 
tions. The fact is that women are now 
constitutionally entitled to vote, and that 
the partial-suffrage states—those in 
which men only are allowed to vote—are 
withholding our right from us. 

“It is difficult to understand how any- 
one who will take the trouble to famil- 
larize himself with the circumstances 
can fail to see that the woman suffrag: 
movement in this country is not an agi- 
tation to secure a vital change in the 
principle of American citizenship, but 
to bring to life an element of it which 
has always existed but which the prac- 
tice of some states and the decisions of 
some courts have condemned to in- 
activity. 


“The Constitution prescribes a reprb- 
lican form of government, guarantees 
equality before the law and states 
with the utmost clearness that all per- 
sons born or naturalized in the United 
States and subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof are citizens of the United States 
and of the state wherein they reside. 
And further than this the fourteenth 
amendment deciares that no state shall 
make or enforce any law which shall

Fifteenth Amendme 
“After the end of the Civil “war the 


fifteenth amendment was carried, It 
states that the right of citizens of the 
United States to vote shall not be de- 
nied or abridged on account of race 
color or previous condition of servitude. 
Now a slave is a person who is sub- 
jected tc the will of another, and wom- 
en are so subjected politically, and are 
therefore in a state of political servi- 
tud >. 

“Nothing can better illustrate the con- 
dition of mental obscurity in which the 
question of woman’s suffrage is ap- 
proached than two decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, in one of which it is de- 
clared that the mere fact of a negro 
being a citizen entitles him to vote, 
while in the other it is held that al- 
though a woman may be a citizen, she 
has no right to vote. 


“I would, perhaps, attach more im- 
portance than I do to the argument that 
suffrage is entirely a matter for the 
several states to decide if it were not 
for the fact that the theory of states 
rights is always vigorously invoked 
when a state wants to do something 
which is contrary to the general senti- 
ment or interest of the country. at 
large, but which is conveniently buried 
when either the Democrats or the Re- 
publicans in a state want to get some- 
thing done by the Federal Government. 

Women’s Fight in Congress, 

“Our attempts to secure women’s suf- 
frage through the action of Congress 
began in 1869, but it was not until 1872 
that the matter was taken up in Wash- 
ington as a regular part of our activ- 
ities. We have had several minority re- 
ports in our favor in the House, first 
from the former Suffrage Committee, 
and one at least from the Judiciary 
Committee. In the Senate the Suffrage 
Committee has made five favorable re- 
ports, but only one vote has been taken 
on the subject in the Senate, which 
went against us 34 to 16—the Washing-

“In deciding to keep up our efforts 
o get favorable action by Congress we 
have all history on our side, for there 
has never, been any class of people in 
any country which has been compelled 
to appeal directly to the mass of vot- 
ers to get the right of suffrage. In 
other countries it is granted by the 
Parliament; and here we labor under a 
peculiar disability if we go directly to 
the voter, for we must submit the ques- 
tion to a great number of foreigners 
who are unfamiliar with the American 
spirit. 

“This reference to foreigners suggests 
the amusing reflection that, although 
the aileged ignorance of women is 
sometimes urged as a reason why w2 
should not be allowed to vote, yet when 
it is suggested that male immigrants— 
prospective voters—should submit to 2 
literacy test the proposal raises a howl 
all over the country. 

“While we are still looking to Con- 
gress for the final act of justice, we 
have every reason to be satisfied with 
the progress we are making in the sev- 
eral states. At the next national elec- 
tion woinen will vote in 10 states for 
President and for members of Congress 
in nine, which gives us a tremendous 
political power. This year we have 
campaigns in seven states where suf- 
frage will be voted on at the fall elec- 
tions, and we hope to add tnree-or four 
of these to our conquests.” 


Opposed to Militancy. 

“In view of all this,’’ I asked, ‘‘do you 
think that militancy has any place in 
the United States.as a part of the 
suffrage movement?’’ 

“‘No place whatever!” exclaimed Miss 
Shaw. “It is un-American and un-demo- 
cratic. Any attempt to introduce here 
the militant methods of the extreme 
branch of the suffragists in England 
will be vigorously opposed not only by 
the anti-suffragists but by the large 
majority of American suffragists. We 
have in this country a very small band 
of women inclined toward militancy, 
and they for the most part fell under 
the influence of Mrs. Pankhurst and the 
Iunglish movement. 

“Nothing could be more harmful to 
our cause here than militant tactics, 
even from the standpoint of policy. You 
can’t go to legislatures and committees 
and ask for the vote with a club in 
your hand.

In his speech at the National Capital Press 
Club, the President first told us about Mr. Wil- 
son as others see him. Then he told us about 
Mr. Wilson as Mr. Wilson himself sees him, and 
compared Mr. Wilson as others see him with Mr. 
Wilson as Mr. Wilson sees him. 

He professed not to be conscious “of having 
any detachable apparatus inside of me,” but to 
do all this he really must have something of the 
sort—something that is at least easily adjust- 
able to all angles and capable of being adapted 
to extraordinary arcs of perspective. 

What he said had a savor of humor to be found 
only in the utterances of genuine philosophers.

Probably no one who reads this speech will 
ever think of Mr. Wilson again as a dispassionate 
schoolmaster who brings to his duties a thinking 
machine and very little of the wealth of a rich- 
ly endowed emotional nature. It assists in 
humanizing not only Mr. Wilson, but the presi- 
dency itself, which, like some of its greatest in- 
cumbents, has been in danger of being denatured 
and becoming only an abstraction, a legend.

POPULAR IMPRESSION OF THE CAGELESS ZOO. 
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WIVES MAY SUE HUSBANDS. 
From the Hartford Times. 


There will.be more than. ordinary in- 
terest in the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Errors in the case of Elizabeth 
C. Brown against Thomas 8S. Brown, # 
Middlesex County case, which was 
handed down on Thursday afternoon. 
The opinion of the court was written by 
Judge Thayer. It marks a new devel- 
opment in the law relating to married 
people and it establishes, as the law of 
the State, that a wife has the right to 
sue her husband for personal injuries 
inflicted by him. Under the common 
law the wife had not that right. 

* Judge Thayer refers to the opinion of 
Judge Hamersley, written some time be- 
fore he retited from the bench o€ the 
Supreme Court, in a case which in- 
volved the interpretation of the law of 
1877. The opinion given by the Supreme 
Court follows the reasoning and the 
logic of Judge Hamersley, with the in- 
evitable conclusion which is arrived at 
in the opinion written by Judge Thayer. 

The opinion places Connecticut in ad- 
vance of many states and of many 
countries. It affords the wife a greater 
degree of protection from her husband. 
It has been heretofore held, almost gen- 
erally, that the identity of the wife 
being merged into that of her huys- 
band, she could not sue him for per- 
sonal injuries. Of course, the wife could 
have her husband arrested and prose- 
cuted in the criminal courts for mis- 
conduct. 

Now the Supreme Court Says: “When 
the purposes of the marriage relation 
have wholly failed by reason of the 
misconduct of one or both of the par- 
ties there is no reason why the hus 
band or wife should not have the same 
remedies for injuries inflicted by the 
other spouse which the courts would 
give them against other parties.’’

N “The Lure,’ which began its en- 

gagement at the Shubert Theater, 

on Sunday evening, the offensive 
second act of the play’s original ver- 
sion, which was forbidden in New York 
after its first few performances, now 
has been replaced, boldly picturing the 
night life in a disorderly resort. 

When I saw this play at the Maxine 
Elliott Theater in New York last No 
vernber, it had been ‘‘modified”’ to tne 
extent of changing this act’s environ- 
ment to represent the offices of the so- 
ealled ‘“‘Lockwood Employment Agen- 
¢y,”’ a further presentation of the orig- 
jrial scene having been prohibited by 
the law under penalty of an enforced 
termination of the play’s metropolitan 
engagement. 

KMven as “The Lure’s”’ story then was 

told, I felt it necessary to inform the 
Post-Dispatch’s readers that the play 
was “utterly indefensible as a public 
entertainment, its presentation forbid- 
den by every canon of decency and 
good morats.’”’ My New York review of 
the play’s performance closed with the 
statement that ‘“‘the final taste which 
*The Lure’ leaves in one’s mouth is of 
wnutterable and unforgivable  nasti- 
ness.’’ 
- This characterization of the piece now 
applies with vastly heightened empha- 
sis. The second act’s environment has 
been shifted back to its original set- 
ting, eliminated in New York by tue 
law’s intervention, so that its locale ts 
~ aescribed on the Shubert program as 
“At Madame Lockwood's” instead of 
“At the Lockwood Employment Agen- 
cy,” the scene now presented being 
that of a disorderly resort, as already 
stated. 

There is no need to go into detail con- 
cerning the incidents pictured in this 
ecene, revealing the havless existence 
of the pitiable women who are the in- 
mates of ‘‘Madame Lockwood's place, 
and the methods of the male vultures 
who gain a livelihood by preying upon 
these unfortunates. The simple state- 
ment of the truth is enough. The story 
told in this second act, the manner of 
its telling, the general atmosphere cre- 
ated and maintained until the curtain’s 
fall, are such that the act's presentation 
in any playhouse attended by decent 
People is unpardonable. 

A furtner consideration of the play, 
therefore, will not be attempted. De- 
spite the protestations of its producers, 
its performance is a pandering to the 
evil, not a service to the good, in life. 
Its presentation on a reputable stage 
may not be condoned.
